The 
liberal policy of the General Government has provided for us a munificent re¬ 
source, for the establishment of an Institution to perfect the education commen¬ 
ced at the primary seminaries The most judicious application should be made 
of the fund thus committed to us for the establishment of a Slate University, pro¬ 
viding, by a safe and just economy, for the greatest effect which such an.amotmt 
can be made to produce. So far the fund has not passed without improvement; 
a part of it has been converted into available capita), and still more is iu progress 
to be received.

There is danger that a long season of peace and freedom fropi alarm may 
produce supineness and seciijjty, which ourselves or our posterity may havf 
cause to lament. There are circumstances peculiar in our fituation, and those 
cf the states around us, which may require more than ordinary caution. The 
approaches of danger, however future, should inspire early and corresponding 
preparation. The opinion seems to be too r radily received, tljat the militia are 
incapable of efficient discipline, unless iiract ial service. It is to be hoped that 
this opinion is not correct, otherwise our sybtem must end in standing pr rates, 
ever dangerous to. liberty. Wlien we see so tuny of W citizens, animated by 
^.laudable spirit of perseverance, under many discouragements,Engage Iq the 
useful pursuit of preparing their country for defence, what may not be expected 
under the facilities afforded by public instruction, and the approving eye of pob- 
lie patrenage ? Wc oogbt not only to preserve, but to incite, ornong oar citja 
jeus thp moral xeotimeut, that they all are* and ought to be, soldiers in tbek 
cotfalry ’sdefcncc.

to the adoption of the preamble and lesolution. In doing so they wish no 
interpret the motives of others, or to permit their own to lie misrepresent 
They desire only to place the resolution in its proper light before the put 
which can only be done by a free and full expression of'ihe reasons that in 
enced them. It is important to ascertain the nature of tire offence, if an) 
fence was committed by Mr. Wills, so far as it is connected with the pi 
leges of the House of Representatives, or its members. The 19th sectiev 
the 3d article of the constitution of Alabama, exempts members of the G 
eral Assembly from arrests in all cases, except for treason, felony, or breai 
oi the peace; and the violation of any of the privileges exercised to mem., 
of both branches of the legislature, would consequently be considered asa?i 
lation of the privileges of the House of Representatives. The members oft! 
General Assembly possess r.o privileges except such as are secured to themb 
the constitution. As individuals, by the section of the constitution referred! 
they are exempted from arrest, except in particular cases And theca 
struction to be placed upon this section, cannot be so enlarged as to extendi 
every indignity that may be offered to a member. Indeed, no indignity lb 
might be offered, except an actual arrest, could be considered as a violation 
the privileges of the House or its members. 

I he undersigned wish, therefore, to be understood as assuming the positio 
that no words, however abusive, can amount to a violation of the privilege 
of a member; and they humbly consider that no proper construction can! 
placed upon the constitution, which would lead to a different conclusion, 
the tacts of this case, as disclosed by the preamble to the resolution, or byl 
statement of Dr. Moore, are tested by the rule here laid down, it must bed 
sidered, that the conduct of Mr. Wills does not amount to a breach of thep 
•vileges of the House or its members. If' the offence then of Mr. Wills 4 
not amount to a violation of the privileges of a member of the House, it is

Died tio controid his c,induct on subsequent occasions as a member. This ar¬ 
gument would carry with it great force, if in truth a fiction did exist in this 
body,[from which Mr. H ills cunsulerej it important lo withdraw the member 
.'ui future occasions. But as the undersigned have seen nothing to justifv a be¬ 
lief tijut a combination of this hind does eiist here, they cannot perceive the 
"farce of the argument. I he charge of Mr \V ills, therefore, cannot be consi* 
deredias an expression ol his feelings, in relation to a subject that had already 
been ^cted upon without any desire or expectations on his part, that the sub- i 
Sequent Conduct of Dr. Moore would be influenced by it. Admitting the con¬ 
struction then to be correct, that the house of representatives possess (he power * 
to punish every effort that may be made to influence the conduct of a member, 
Mr. Wills was not amenable in this instance to the Hou«e, because his conduct 
cannot be said to have been disrespectful or disorderly to the House while in 
session, or calculated to influence the conduct of a member. It has been said 
in argument, that the conduct of Mr. Wills amounted to a violation of the pri- 
vilegfes ol the House, or was an insult offered to its dignity.

It has been said that a challenge was given in the interim between there- 
presehtaiive from Madison and Mr. Wills, by the latter to iliedornaer—and 
this has been urged hy some as a conclusive argument in favor of the adoption 
of the resolution. Tb**re is but one instance, perhaps, to be found on record, 
where a legislative body has determined that a challenge given to a member 
amounted to 3 breach of privilege. This decision wax made in the Mouse of 
Representatives of the (jni>ed Slates, at a period iu our history, when the two 
great political parties throughout the union were struggling for the sceptre of 
power, by the prOstratiorTof their adversaries. It may be welllo enquire if 
(heir, decision be recognized as good authority at the present day, why the

this state ; it would have also had the tendency (o curtail the accommodations 
of the bank, eighty-six thousand six hundred and sixty six dollars, (a ; that 
institution is authorized to issue two dollars for each dollar of its capita 
stock.) at a time when the exigenc'Cs of the citizens of this state most require 
accommodation ; from tins view of the subject we would have deemed it 
better policy to have deferred making the appropriation at the present session, 
and have applied the set plus fund in the treasury, say thirty thousand dollars, 
to the current expenses of the year J 827, which will amount to about fifty 
thousand dollars, by which means the state tax might have been reduced three 
fourthsjed the present tear, as it amounted to about seventy thousand dollars,- 
thereby leavintr in each county a large snm for circulation, which under the 
existing slate of tilings will have by way of taxes to be transferred to the treas¬ 
ury of tin* state and expended in the erection of a capitol. By the provisions 
of the bill, only one half of the sum appropriated can he drawn from the trea¬ 
sury until the meeting of the next Legislature, hut after the meeting of that 
session, and before that body could mature and pass a bill to withhold if they 
should think proper, tiieotin r moiety of the appropriation, by a contract of the 
commission* appointed in the hill, may he appropriated. We d > not conceive 
that making the appiopriation to erect a State Capitol in Tuscaloosa, will have 
any in.'l.n nee on toe permanent location of the seat of government, as it can¬ 
not he removed without an amendment to the constitution, which requires two 
thirds of the House or a com .on linn to abolish the present, and form u new 
constitution, consequently, its location is as permanent as the constitution 
itself. (signed) “James Dan's, Xu than S-.-iJh.
